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IDO YOU KNOW WHAT ADJUSTED
COMPENSATION REALLY MEANS?
{F YOU DO NOT PLEASE READ THIS |

Under the terms of the adjusted
cempersation bill now before con-
press, every American World war vet-
eran up to and including the grade
of chptain in the army and the ma-
rine corps and lieutenant In the navy
s enfitled to an adjusted service
eredit of $1.26 a day for service
overseas or afloat and of $1 a day
for home service. From this credit,
which every veteran can readily com-
puke for himself if he remembers the
important dates of his service career,
must be deducted $60, representing
she discharge bonus given every man
on leaving the service. Service must
he gomputed between the dates April
5, 1917, and July 1, 1919. The maxi-
mum adjusted service credit to which
g veteran ls entitled is $500 for home
and $625 for foreign service, accord-
ing to the terms of the measure.

The blil contains the following pro-
visions:

1. Adjustel Service Pay.—This, the
enly cash feature provided for in the
adjussed compensation bill, is payable
only to men whose adjusted service
eredit, after depucting the $80 dis-
aharge bonus, comes to $50 or less.
Roughly, it affects only men who
served less than four months. (This
provislon must be accepted by vet-
erans who are not entitled to more
than $60.)

2. Adjusted Service Certificates.—
These certificates are pald-up endow-
ment Insurance policies, payable at
the end of twenty years to the vet-
eran If he is still alive, or, if he dies
fn the Interval, to his estate. The

certificate would have a redemption

value at the end of the twenty-year
period of the adjusted service credit
plus 26 per cent, the whole plus 4%
per cent interest compounded annu-
ally. This would come to 3.0156 the
value of the adjusted service credit.
Adjusted service certificates would
have a loan value on the following
basis: For the first three years the
certificate holder would be allowed
to borrow from a bank 50 per cent
of the value of his adjusted service
credit plus the interest thereon at
414, per cent compounded annually
From three to six years following
issuance of the certificate he could
borrow 85 per cent of his credit plus
interest; after six years, 871% per
sent plus interest. ‘In case of failure
to make payments on these loans
when due the veteran would not lose
his certificate. The secretary of the
treasury would be required to take
them up and veterans would have the
>ption of redeeming them by paying
loan and interest, this provision to re-
main in effect during the twenty-year
f the certificate.

”; OVocatlonal Training Aid.—This
provision allows the veteran to apply
his adjusted service credit, computed
at $1.76 a day, to complete an edu-
cation interrupted by the war.

4, Farm or Home Ald.— Veterans
who wish to make improvements on
city or suburban homes or purchase
or make payments on city homes or
farms or pay off landed indebtedness
may receive for this specific purpose
adjusted service credits based on
length of service increased by 26 per
cent.. -

ABRAHAM LINCOLN

Incidents Which Relate His Great Character, His Matchless
Humor and His Warm Heart

ABRAHAM LINCOLN'S LETTER
TO MRS. BIXBY

To Mrs. Bixby, Boston, Mass.

Dear Madam:

I have been shown in the files of
the War Department a statement of
the Adjutant General of Massachu-
! setts that you are the mother of five
sons who have died gloriously on the
!fleld of battle. I feel how weak and
;frultless must be any word of mine
| which should attempt to beguile you
| from the grief of a loss so over-
iwhelmmg But I cannot refrain from
| tendering you the consolation that
may be found in the thanks of the
republic they died to save. I pray
that our Heavenly Father may assuage
the anguish of your bereavement and
leave you only the cherished memory
of the loved and lost, and the solemn
pride that must be yours to have
laid so costly a sacrifice upon the
altar of freedom.

HIS HONESTY
(From “Anecdotes of Abraham Lin-

coln and Lincoln's Stories.”)

INCOLN could not rest for an in-

stant under the consciousness that
he had, even unwitt'ngly, defrauded
anybody. On one occasion,  while
clerking in Offutt's store at New
Salem, Iil, he sold a woman a little
bill of goods, amounting in value, by
the reckoning, to two dollars six and
a quarter cents. He received the
money, and the woman went away.
On adding the items of the bill again,
to make sure of its correctness, he
found that he had taken s'x and &
quarter cents too much. It was night,
and, closing and locking the store, he
started out on foot, a distance of two
or three miles, for the house of his
defrauded customer, and, .delivering
over to her the sum whose possession’
had so much troubled him, went home
satisfied.

On another occasion, just as he was
closing the store for the night, a
woman entered, and asked for a half
pound of tea. The tea was weighed
out and paid for, and the store was
left for the night. The next morning,
Lincoln entered to begin the duties of
the day, when he discovered a four-
ounce weight on the scales. He saw
at once that he had made a mistake,
and, shutting the store, he took a
long walk before breakfast to deliver
the remainder of the tea. These are
very humble incidents, but they il-
lustrate the man’s perfect conscien-
tiousness—his sensitive honesty—bet-
ter perhaps than they would if they
were of greater moment.

HUNGER FOR KNOWLEDGE
(From “Anecdotes of Abraham Lin-
coln and Lincoln Stories.”)

N his eagerness to acqu're knowl-
edge, young Lincoln had borrowed
of Mr. Crawford, a neighboring farm-
er, a copy of Wecems' Life of Wash-
ington—the only one known to be .in
existence in that section of the coun-

gence, and Illinols was particularly
fortunate in its nmew citizens. Young
men came from the East and the
South, Americans of energy, ambition,
and strength, who rapidly adapted
themselves to their new surroundings

and became thoroughly identified
with the local interests. Douglas,
Baker, Logan, Elwards, McClernand,

Stuart, Trumbull, McDougall, Brown-
ing, Hardin, Davis, Lincoln—every onc
of them came of English-speaking
progenitors, and only one was foreign-
born. These were some of the men
with whom Lincoln associated almost
from the outset of his law practice,
and many of them were already ad-
mitted to the bar when he joined the
ranks of the profession. That they
were a remarkably talented company
does not admit of .doubt.

Among the members of the back-
woods legislature to which Lincoln
was first elected were a future Presi-
dent of the United States, a future
candidate for the Presidency, six fu-
ture Unfted States senators, elght’ fu-
ture members of Congress, a future
cabinet -secretary, to say nothing of
other men who distinguished them-
selves professionally in later years.
Almost without exception, these men
were lawyers, whom Lincoln met and
practced against during the three-
and-twenty years of his professional
life. To have held his own in such
a brilliant coterle would certainly
have been a creditable achievement,
but it can be demonstrated that Lin-
coln not only held his own, bit, early
in his career, became one of the lead-
ers, if not the leader, of the Spring-
fleld bar.~Frederick Trevor Hill in

INCIDENT

OSEPH JEFFERSON, late dean of

the American stage, in his Autobi-
ography tells the following incident
which occurred in Springf'eld, Illinois,
in 1839, It seems that Mr. Jefferson
and a company of players found it
impossible to open their theatrical
performance due to a prohibitive li-
cense fee which had recently been’ en-
acted into the laws of the city. Mr,
Jefferson writes:

“In the midst of these troubles a
young lawyer called upon the man-
ager.- He had heard of the injustice
and offered, if they would place the
matter in his hands, to have the li.
cense taken off, declaring he only de-
sired to see fair play, and he would
acoept no fee, whether he failed or
succeeded. The “young lawyer began
his harangue. He handled the sub-
ject with tact, skill, and humor, trac-
ing the history of the drama from:
the time when Thespis acted in a
oart, to the stage of today. He il
lustrated his speech with a number
of anecdotes, and kept the council in
his good-humor
prevalled, and the exorbitant tax was
taken off.

“This young lawyer (continues Mr.
Jefferson) was very popular in
Springfield and was honored and be-
loved by all who knew him, and after
the time of which I write he held a
rather important position in the gov-
ernment of the United States, He
now lies buried near Springfield, un-
der a ting his
greatness and his virtues—and his
name was Abraham Lincoln.”

LINCOLN THE LAWYER

coln's early practice, but neither the
character of the litigation in which
he was engaged or its remuneration
affords any falr criterion of his legal
ability.
